MARCH QUARTER, 1956. 


MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 2,813, equivalent to an annual 


rate of 3-9 per 1,000 of the population; this rate is 0-3 below that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1955. 


Of the total marriages, 2,711 (or 4-0 per 1,000 of the number of Catholics in the population) 
were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder 
(102) is equivalent to 2-5 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 14,021, of which 7,257 
were those of males and 6,764 those of females. 


The number represents a rate of 19-3 per 1,000 of the population, being 1-3 below that for the 
first quarter of 1955. 


The total includes 264 illegitimate births, equivalent to 1-9 per cent of the total births 


recorded. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 10,370; of this number, 5,582 were 
those of males and 4,788 those of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 14-3 per 1,000 of the population, being 1:7 below the rate 
for the first quarter of the preceding year. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 205, including 167 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 38 from other forms of tuberculosis. ‘The figures for the first quarter 
of 1955 were 292, 245 and 47 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the first 
quarter of 1956 was 0-28 per 1,000 of the population, that for tuberculosis of the respiratory system 
being 0-23 and all other forms 0-05. The corresponding rates for the first quarter of the 
preceding year were 0:40, 0-33 and 0-07. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include 6 from diphtheria, _ 


12 from whooping cough, 3 from acute poliomyelitis, 4 from acute infectious encephalitis and 
4 from measles. Comparative figures for these diseases, so far as possible, are given in Table II. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,186, being equivalent to a rate 
of 1-6 per 1,000 of the population. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 218 compared with 262 in the corres 
ponding quarter of 1955. 


Other Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from pneumonia numbered 366 and deaths from the 
remaining respiratory diseases amounted to 497. Corresponding figures in the March quarter of — 


1955 were 414 and 579 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—The death rate from diseases and complications of pregnancy, child- 


birth and the puerperium was 1-6 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 1-2 for the first 
quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—There were 632 deaths of infants under one year of age and 385 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 45 per thousand births registered 


and the neo-natal rate was 27. For the corresponding quarter of 1955 the infant mortality rate 
was also 45 and the neo-natal rate 27. | 


Population.—The mid-year estimate of population for 1955 is 2,909,000.

MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 4,130 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5-7 per 1,000 population ; this rate is 0-4 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1955. 

Of the total marriages 3,950 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of 
the Catholic Church, being equivalent to a rate of 5:8 per 1,000 of Catholics in the population. 
The remainder, namely 180 is equivalent to a rate of 4-3 per 1,000 of the population, other than 
Catholic. 


The number of marriages registered in each county and county borough in the quarter is 
shown in Table V. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 16,840, of which 8,650 were those of 
males and 8,190 were those of females. This number represents a rate of 23-3 per 1,000 of the 
population per annum, being 0-4 above that for the second quarter of 1955. 

The total includes 369 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2-2 per cent. of all births registered. 

The numbers of births registered in each county and county borough, and also births assigned. 
according to the area of normal residence of the mother are shown in Table V. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,595 of which 4,610 were those of 
males, and 3,985 were those of females. The equivalent annual rate was 11-9 per 1,000 population, 
being 1-4 below the rate for the second quarter of 1955. 

Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table III, and according 
to cause and area of residence in Table IV. The number of deaths registered in each area is shown 
in Table VI. L 

Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 194, including 155 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 39 from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the 
second quarter of 1955 were 236, 198 and 38 respectively. 


Other Infective Diseases ——Thore were 2 deaths from streptococcal sore throat registered 
during the quarter, 3 from diphtheria, 14 from whooping cough, 2 from meningococcal infection, 
2 from acute poliomyelitis and 4 from moasles. The heading ‘‘ Other infective and parasitic 
diseases ’” in Table II contained the following numbers of deaths :—septicaemia and pyaemia 5 ; 
tetanus 3; acute infectious encephalitis 2; late effects of acute infectious encephalitis 2 ; rubella 
2; herpes zoster 1 ; infectious hepatitis 1. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,095 being equivalent to a 


rate of 1-5 per 1,000 population. Of these 530 or 48 per cent. were due to malignant neoplasms of 
the digestive system. 


Diseases of Circulatory System.—Deaths under this heading numbered 3,164, being equivalent 
to a rate of 4:4 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease 


accounted for 742 or 23 per cent., while 1,319 or 42 per cent. were due to other myocardial de- 
generation. 


Diseases of Respiratory System.—Deaths from influenza numbered 134, compared with 252 
In the second quarter of 1955. Pneumonia accounted for 237 deaths, while the remaining res- 


piratory diseases caused 332 deaths ; corresponding figures for the second quarter of 1955 were 
228 and 424 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—There were 15 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and child- 
birth, equivalent to a rate of 0-9 per 1,000 births registered. The corresponding rate for the 
second quarter of 1955 was 1-1. 


Infant Mortality.—There wer 557 deaths of infants under one year of age and 355 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 33 per 1,000 births registered and 


the neo-natal rate was 22. For the corresponding quarter of 1955 the infant mortality rate was 
36 and the neo-natal rate was 23. 


Population.—The population at the 9th of April, 1956 was 2,894,822 (1,462,097 males and 


1,432,725 females) according to the preliminary results of the Census of Population, 1956. These 
figures are provisional.

SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1956 


MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 5,616 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 7°8 per 1,000 population ; this rate is 0:2 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1955. 
Of the total marriages 5,368 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of 


_ the Catholic Church, being equivalent to a rate of 7.9 per 1,000 of Catholics in the population. 


The remainder, being 248 is equivalent to a rate of 6:0 per 1,000 of the population other than 


- Catholic. 


The number of marriages registered in each county and county borough in the quarter is 


shown in Table V. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 15,219, of which 7,836 were those of 
males and 7,383 were those of females. This number represents a rate of 21:0 per 1,000 of the 
population per annum, being 0-6 below that for the third quarter of 1955. 

The total includes 276 illegitimate births, equivalent to 1-8 per cent. of all births registered. 

The numbers of births registered in each county and county borough, and also births assigned 
according to the area of normal residence of the mother are shown in Table V. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 7,056 of which 3,751 were those of 
males, and 3,305 were those of females. The equivalent annual rate was 9° 7 per 1,000 population, 
being 0-7 below the rate for the third quarter of 1955. 

Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table III, and according 


_ to cause and area of residence in Table IV. The number of deaths registered in each area is shown 


in Table VI. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 147, including 117 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 30 from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the 
third quarter of 1955 were 170, 130 and 40 respectively. 


Other Infectious Diseases.—There were 4 deaths from diphtheria, registered during the 
quarter, 5 from whooping cough, 6 from acute poliomyelitis and 10 from measles. ~The heading 


_~ Other infective and parasitic diseases ” in Table III contained the following numbers of deaths:— 


infectious hepatitis 6 ; infectious encephalitis 2; weils diseaso 1 ; tetanus 1; and ono from late 
effects of poliomyelites. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,106 being equivalent to a 
tate of 1-5 per 1,000 population. Of these 530 or 48 per cent. were due to malignant neoplasms of 


the digestive system. 


Diseases of Circulatory System.—Deaths under this heading numbered 2,535, being equivalent 
to a rate of 3-6 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease 
accounted for 700 or 28 per cent., while 965 or 38 per cent. were due to other myocardial de- 
goneration. 


Diseases of Respiratory System.—Deaths from influenza numbered 238, pneumonia accounted 


‘for 169 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 197 deaths; corresponding 
figures for the third quarter of 1955 were 145 and 203 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—There were 8 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and child- 
birth, equivalent to a rate of 0-5 per 1,000 births registered. The corresponding rate for the 
third quarter of 1955 was 0:9. 


Infant Mortality—There were 455 deaths of infants under one year of age and 325 of these 
occured at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 30 per 1,000 births registered and 
the neo-natal rate was 21. For the corresponding quarter of 1955 the infant mortality rate was 
30 and the neo-natal rate was 17. The rates for counties are shown in Table VI. 


Population.—The population at the 9th April, 1956 was 2,894,822 (1,462,097 males and 
1,432,725 females) according to the preliminary results of the Census of Population, 1956. These 


figures are provisional.

MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 4,008 equivalent to an annual rate 
_of 5-5 per 1,000 population ; this rate is 0:9 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1955. 
Of the total marriages 3,882 were celebrated in accordance with the. rites and ceremonies of 
the Catholic Church, being equivalent to a rate of 5-7 per 1,000 of Catholics in the population. 
The peal: being 126 is equivalent to a rate of 3-0 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


The number of marriages registered in each county and county borough in the quarter is 
shown in Table V. ; 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 14,658, of which 7,513 were those of 
males and 7,145 were those of females. This number represents a rate of 20-3 per 1,000 of the 
population per annum, being 0-8 above that for the fourth quarter of 1955. 

The total includes 260 illegitimate births, equivalent to 1-7 per cent. of all births registered. 

The numbers of births registered in each county and county borough, and also births assigned 
according to the area of normal residence of the mother are shown in Table V. 


DEATHS 


‘The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 7,877 of which 4,316 were those of 
males, and 3,561were those of females. The equivalent annual rate was 10-9 per 1,000 population, 
being 0:3 above the rate for the fourth quarter of 1955. 

Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table ITI, and according 
to cause and area of residence in Table IV. The number of deaths registered in each area is shown 
in Table VI. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 143, including 123 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 20 from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the 
.fourth quarter of 1955 were 162, 129 and 33 respectively. 


Other Infectious Diseases.—There were 2 deaths from diphtheria registered during the 
quarter, 8 from whooping cough, 9 from acute poliomyelitis and 2 from measles. The heading 
“ Other infective and parasitic diseases ”’ in Table III contained the following numbers of deaths:— 
septicaemia 6, infectious hepatitis 3, infectious encephalitis 1 ; Weil’s disease 2; tetanus 2; and 
one from late effects of poliomyelitis. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,179 being equivalent to a 


rate of 1-6 per 1,000 population. Of these 565 or 48 per cent. were due to malignant neoplasms of 
the digestive system. 


Diseases of Circulatory System.—Deaths under this heading numbered 2,830, being equivalent 
to a rate of 3:9 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease 
accounted for 793 or 28 per cent., while 1,079 or 38 per cent. were due toother myocardial de- 
generation. 


Diseases of Respiratory System.—Deaths from influenza numbered 21, pneumonia accounted 
for 190 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 263 deaths; corresponding 
figures for the fourth quarter of 1955 were 20, 224 and 249 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality—There were 5 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and child- 
birth, equivalent to a rate of 0-3 per 1,000 births registered. The corresponding rate for the 
fourth quarter of 1955 was 1-1. 


Infant Mortality.—There were 517 deaths of infants under one year of age and 315 of these 
occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 35 per 1,000 births registered and 
the neo-natal rate was 22. For the corresponding quarter of 1955 the infant mortality rate was 
36 and the neo-natal rate was 23. The rates for counties are shown in Table VI. 


Population.—The population at the 9th April, 1956 was 2,894,822 (1,462,097 males and 
1,432,725 females) according to the preliminary results of the Census of Population, 1956. .These 
figures..are provisional.

Yearly Summary 
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YEAR 1956 





MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the year was 16,567 equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5-7 per thousand of the population ; this rate is 0-2 above that for 1955. Of the total marriages 
15,906 (or 5.8 per thousand of the estimated number of Catholics in, the population) were cele- 

_ brated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder (661) 
is equivalent to 4-0 per thousand of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the year was 60,738 compared with a provisional 
figure of 61,575 for 1955. The number of boys was 31,256 and the number of girls was 29,482, the 
proportion being 1,060 boys to 1,000 girls. 
The annual birth rate was 21-0 per thousand population, this rate being 0-2 below the 
rate for 1955. 
: There were 1,169 illegitimate births in 1956, equivalent to 1-9 per cent of all births. The 
corresponding figure in 1955 was 1,078 illegitimate births or 1-8 per cent of the total births. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered in 1956 was 33,898 which is 2,627 less than in the preceding 
year. The number of deaths of males was 18,260 and the number of female deaths was 15,638. 
The annual death rate in 1956 was 11:7 per thousand population, being 0-9 below the rate 

for the preceding year. ‘

_ Tuberculosis 3 

| Deaths from this disease in 1956 numbered 689 (562 from tuberculosis of the respiratory 

system and 127 from all other forms). Corresponding figures for 1955 were 860, 702 and 158 

_ respectively. The death rate from all forms of tuberculosis in 1956 was 0+ 24 per 1,000 population. 

_ Table II shows that there has been a steady downward trend in the number of deaths in recent 
years. 


Other Infectious Diseases 


There were 15 deaths from diphtheria registered during the year, 39 from whooping cough, 
_ 20 from acute poliomyelitis, 20 from measles and 3 from typhoid fever. 


_ Malignant Neoplasms 


Deaths under this heading numbered 4,566 being equivalert to a rate of 1°58 per 1,000 
population. Of these 2,184 or 48 per cent were due to malignant neoplasms of the digestive 
_ system. 


| Diseases of Circulatory System 


Deaths under this heading numbered 12,362, being equivalent to a rate of 4°3 per 1,000 
population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart disease accounted for 3,140 or 25 per 
cent, while 4,958 or 40 per cent were due to other myocardial degeneration. 


Diseases of Respiratory System 


Deaths from influenza numbered 401, pneumonia accounted for 962 deaths, while the re- 
maining respiratory diseases caused 1,289 deaths ; corresponding figures for the year 1955 were 
564, 1071 and 1,455 respectively.

Maternal Mortality 


There were 50 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and childbirth, equivalent to a 
tate of 0-82 per 1,000 births registered. The corresponding rate for 1955 was 1.06. 


Infant Mortality 

There were 2,161 deaths of infants under one year of age and 1,380 of these occurred at 

ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rato was 36 per 1,000 births registered and the neo- 
natal rate was 23. The infant mortality rate for 1955 was 37 and the neo-natal rate was 22. The 
rates for counties are shown in Table 3.
